| USTICE is always depicted as the blind-folded goddess. 

She is shown blind-folded to convey the impression that 

Justice is impartial, that no matter who the wrongdoer 
may be, no matter what his official position, Justice takes no 
cognizance of these things, but sees only that Justice, fair and 
impartial, is done. 

But does it always work out that way? 

For weeks past there has been an investigation under way 
at the Oliver Mental Institute. It was instigated after a dis- 
charged employee insisted that it be held, and that grave 
charges made by him be investigated. In truth the charges 
were grave enough. They were to the effect that helpless im- 
beciles, placed in provincial institutions to be taken care of, 

| many of them being placed there by friends who were bearing 
the cost of their up-keep, were being preyed on by those whose 
duty it was te protect them. Theft of their personal effects 
was charged. Theft of the food purchased for them by the 
money of the tax-payers of the province. Theft of the bedding 

| and other necessities provided for them from public funds. 

Theft, even, of the clothing of these helpless incividuals who 
were in no position to protest and who could do nothing to 

protect themselves. 

Hon. George Hoadley, minister of health, as the respon- 
sible minister for the department administering those institu- 
tions, was called on to take action. What action did he take?

For here on one side you 
have youth with ite cagie’s heart panting, ef 
throbbing and yearning for freedom, for a 
chatice to stretch its wings and fly, and on the other hand you hare age 
ae it back into the yy py the door upon it for fear it 
might fall and get hurt if it for a moment tnto the open. 


And bé¢tween them they make tragedy. For in its exasperation at 
Being hampered and thwarted at every turn, youth forgets what it owes to 
age. It forgets that the hand thet restraing it is also the hand that fed 
und succored it in childhood, that has nursed and nurtured it and that has 
bestowed upon it a thousand kindnesses. 


So youth is ungrateful and age resentful, for age also has for- 
gotten many things—among them, youth's passton for personal liberty 
pol the almost fanatical zeal with which it guards the privacy of its 

ul. 


Of course, this girl who preferred death to being perpetually catechized 
about everything she did and didn’t do is aa extreme example of the revolt 
of youth against the questionnaire. ‘ 


For it ig true that ia the average home no one can come or go without 
furnishing an alibi for every minute of their absence. No one can make 
the slightest move without having to make elaborate explantions about why 
he or she is going to do it. No one can make the smallest purchase without 
giving a reasoa for it and telling its cost and where it was bought and why 
they didn't buy it somewhere else. No one can eat or fast, g@ to bed or eit 
up without it becoming a matter of debate. 

In time we grow more or less callous to the pinpricks of this eternal 
questioning, but it never ceases to irritate us, and to youth, which is thin- 
skinaed and sensitive, it is maddening. 


Later on in life we learn that bondage is the inevitable price that 
we pay for family life and that very often it is worth the freedom it 
costs us. Rut youth does not know that it ic love which makes its 
every thought and act of momentous interest and importance, that it is 
love which trembles for its safety and sceks to protect it, that lovo is at 
the bettom of most of the nagging that asks ceasclessly: 

“Where are you going? Whom are you going with? Whom do 
qos expect to see? What are you going to do? When are you coming 
ome. 


So youth gnashes its teeth and flings back a bitter retort and slams the 
doo» behind it and makes up its mind to marry the first man that asks it 
. or get a job in another city, so as to get away from mother’s and father's 
questioning, so ag to have a little liberty and be able to do what it wants 
without having to give aa account of its every action. 

_ And mother and father, bewildered at the irritation of their children at 
being asked a few simple questions, stabbed to the heart by their children's 
cruel impatience, wring their hands in helpless grief over the situation and 
believe the worst of the youngsters and pessimistically wonder what the 
present generation ts coming to. 

This littlé tragedy of misunderstanding, this dally friction that rubs 
the tempers and the nerves of both parents and children raw, goos on ia 
virtually every household in which there are young sons and daughters, 
und It is none the less sad becnuse it is so unnecesrary. 


The remedy lie in its reungnizing the futility of putt: their 
children through the third ad about’ everyth fg vy bs it 
infuriates the youngsters and no good. For ff je and Johnny 
are merely going to the corner drug store to get an ice-cream soda it is 
not necessary that they should tell father and mother where they are 
going if they get any particular kick about doing it on their own initi- 
ative and without question. And df they are on a booze party to 
a questionable resort, they are certainly ad ons Bra to tell the truth 


when asked about their movements. 

“But I have a right to know where my children go and what they are 
doing,” say the parents. Surely. But the only way you can find out is for 
the childrea voluntarily to confide in you. Yon can't wring the informa- 
sign sent oF them by high-handed methods nor nag it out of them by ques- 
tioning them.
